WaabfaighiD, Jnaa 1.— Hoarding, 
storage or destniction of food, fuel or 
other necessities of life to limit supply 
to affect prices would be ^ felony un- 
der an amendment to tbe govern- 
ment's flrrt food bai adoptad in tba 
senate today without a record vote. 

Several senators protested that the 
provision was too drastic and would 
prevent lagitbData atdring to aqtalixe 
marketa but all afforta to modify it 
failed. When Senator Fall proposed 
that the federal trade commission be 
empowered to decide whether storing 
is reaionabia. Senator Poindexter, 
author of flie amendment, insisted 
that any such change would weaken 
the effectiveness of tbe measure as a 
weapon agafaMl apaeoktion. 

Violation of the section would be 
punishable by imprisonment in the 
penitentiary for not less than six 
months nor more than three years. 
Holding by furroara or otbara of the 
products of land eulttvaladby them 
is exempted. 

Consideratton of the administration 
bill, which provides for a food supply 
and atimubtion of production, neared 
the final stage today but the introduc- 
tion of a number of amendments 
shortly before adjournment probably 
will prevent a final vote before Sat- 
urday. 

An ;imendment which would author- 
ize the secretary of commerce to take 
steps to promote more general uae of 
fish to relieve the food strfaq^ency, 
was offered by Fletcher. It would 
permit the aaeretary to cateh and 
market fish.

METHODS 

It Riforted T» BrGmuu

Christiana, May 31.— An amazmg 
collection of bombs, poisons, bacilli 
of deadly diaaaaaa and other means of 
daafli and daalraflHoa have been 

seized by the RUthoritics here as part 
of the baggage of Baron von Rosen, 
a Swedish nobleman and alleged to be 
a Oeman agent. The Baron fled to 
Norway after his activitlea bad arous- 
ed the Swedish authorities. He was 
arrested but, as he could not be con- 
victed of the violation of any Norway 
hw, he was releaaed with a warning 
to leave the conntry. 

Baron von Rosen's field of opera- 
tiona waa atong the Swadlah-Finnish 
border. HnporpbaaliSBi^poaed to 
have been the destruction of Russian 
food and munition warehouses, but 
what success he hM is not known. 
When he fled from Sweden taat Jan- 
uary part of his baggage VMS Seized 
by the Swedish authnritiee a'ndfoodo 
to contain a large quantity of high 
expletives, packed in tin cana marked 
'corned beef." It remained, howev- 
er, fbrtbe Norwegian polios 16 un- 
cover the raal estaot el hii 
ment ^ 

Aftirffie Baron had been .ordered 
out of Kofway those portiona of his 
baggage which had not been seized 
arrived in Christiana and were turned 
over to the police. Among thearti- 
dea fond ware cans of ezpioeives 
marked "table salt," bottles marked 
mouth wash," containing cultures 
of dangerous bacilli, identified by the 
State health taboratoiy; botes of lump 
sugar, each lamp ebnceaHags small 
vial filled with bacilli of anthrax or 
glanders, and a number of explosive 
Pencils. 

The latter article is an Mianiousi 
infernal macbtaie and n'netrdepart- 

jire in frightfulness as far ns the au- 
tlioritiee here are aware. It has the 

1 appearance of an ordinary pencil, but 
if sharpened a drop of acid concealed 
' in a thick glass tube is released and, 
acting on other concealed chemicals, 
; pausee an expkMioa sufficient t^ maim 
or perhapa UK therahsriMMSC- 

One scheme of Baron van Roseo 
in which the poisoned sugar lumps 
were to figure is belteved to have 
j been directed against the great tansffic 
^alreaffl which Hie war haa eaOed into 
being between the Norwegian town 
of Narvik and Finland. A tremen- 
dous tide of merchand^tse fiows into 
Russia along this road by horse trans- 
ports.

C. No estimate ever was 
made of his wealth, but as he had 
i,Teat opportunities to accwnulate, it 
probably was large. He seems to have 
been a purse-proud man and a brag- 
sort, for history relates that when 
Solon, the great Athenian lawgiver, 
visited him, Croesus made an oeten- 
Uttooa disptay of hie treasures and 
pre ss ed Men to acknowledge him as 
th* hapirteet oC nwrtala. But the story 
goes that the wiae old Athenian an* 
swered: "Coont no man happy before 
hla death," a saying which has passed 
Into a modem proverb. Uony years 
afterward, when Croesus was defeated 
In one of his long wars and was taken 
prisoner and was about to lie burned 
allve^ be recalled Solon's proi ln tie re- 
maric and saved his own life i>y telling 
the story of Solon's visit.

Ointment ad DIst for Rheumatism. 

For acute articular rheumatism the 
following treatment is recommended | 
by a writer In the Medical Adviser, ' 
quoted by the Medical Record: An 
ointment made Of four drams each of 
ichthyol, methyl salicylate and oil of 
turpentine, mixed with four ounces of 
lanolin, la applied to the affected 
Jolnta and covered with cotton and 
oiled sUk. The patient Is pat to bed 
in llannd nigtatelothes and between 
blanketa for absolute rest 

Bis diet must be liquid, preferably 
milk, together with fmit Juices and 
plenty of water. Elimlnetlon through ' 
bowels, skin and kldn^ must be at- 
tended to carefully. At the beginning 
of the treatment a doae of calomel and 
bicarbonate of soda Is given and fol- 
lowed after fnur hours by Rochelle 
salts or a seldllts powder. Rhubarb j 
and EiHia rouy be given to advantage | 
until the tonKue |8 clean. Throughout , 
r<mvnle.v<'i'iii'e the patient must abstaii\ 
from ull uiiliiial foods and alcohol
